During the past several months this division has- 
been involved in the investigation of several ma j or _ bombing 
matters occurring in New York ranging from the bombing of 
banking institutions, other businesses, and missions to the 
United Nations. We have had the Weather Underground, Puerto 
Rican groups,, and Yugoslav groups claiming credit for certain - 
bombings. These investigations are being aggressively pursued. 
However, we should never be in a position as an investigative 
agency of always working after the fact. With a 'solid cadre 
of informants and sources of information in the proper areas, 
we should be able to logically project or anticipate acts of 
violence or at least to be in a position to identify those 
groups or individuals responsible for such crimes and, thereby, 
bring these matters to a swift and logical conclusion* 

We are charged by statutes and executive orders to 
gather intelligence information to protect the national security 
of this country.
